SCHOOL REPORT. 


REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD OF THE 
TOWN OF DUBLIN. 


To the citizens of Dublin we submit the eighty-sixth annual report 
of our schools. 

Thirty-five weeks of school have been taught in school houses Nos. 
I, 2,3, and 5. The pupils from No. 4 have been conveyed to No. 3 
during the fall and winter terms. A vacancy was caused at No. 3 at 
the beginning of the fall term by Miss Reed’s giving up her position 
there to teach music and drawing in all the schools two days in the 
week. Changes were also made necessary at the same time at Nos. I 
and 2 by the resignation of the very able teachers in those schools. 

We feel that the results have juStified the extra expenditure for a 
better grade of teachers than has customarily been obtained by the 
small towns of the state. There is also, however, need of a spirit of 
co-operation on the part of the parents or the best results can not be 
obtained. We wish the parents might realize more fully the advantage 
of a personal acquaintance with both the teacher and her methods. 
Not only would this enable the parents to look at things from a dif- 
ferent standpoint, but the teacher also could certainly work with more 
courage and assurance when sure of the moral support of the parents. 

A course of study has been introduced into our schools which is sub- 
stantially the course recommended by the State Superintendent with 
the addition of agriculture, which we believe is a step in the right 
direction. The tendency in the past has been to educate the child 
away from the farm until our young people have too largely followed 
the bent of their instruction and left the country for the city. We 
believe that the child should be educated for life in his environment 
and that the study of agriculture in our lower grades supplemented 
by the course of agriculture now being put into some of our high 
schools will result in bettering the condition of our farms and farmers, 
and consequently the whole community. 

A much needed change in the appearance of our schoolhouses has 
been begun, but more should be done. New floors have been put in 
at Nos. 2 and 3, and new seats and desks have replaced the old and 
uncomfortable ones formerly in use at No. 2. Nos. 1, 2,3, and 5 have 
been painted, and slate blackboards have been put in place of the old 
ones. A few new desks for the first grade have been put in at No. 1. 

By further trial and proper management of the heating arrangement 
at No. 2, highly satisfactory results have been obtained with the usual 


amount of fuel.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To THE SCHOOL BOARD OF DUBLIN, GENTLEMEN :—I have the 
honor to submit herewith my second annual report as Superintendent 


of Schools. 

The past year has been one of improvements. Slate blackboards 
in all the schools, adjustable seats and desks at No. Two, and hard- 
wood floors at Nos. Two and Three have bettered the condition of 
school life in Dublin. The addition of new physiologies, phonic 
readers for the primary grades, and literary readers for the grammar 
grades has provided the schools with better material for work. A 
course of study has been adopted, elementary agriculture added to 
the list of subjects taught and report cards put into the schools. 

I have tested the work of the teachers. On the whole I obtained 
satisfactory results. Iam glad to be able to report that these results 
show that the children of Dublin are increasing in knowledge, gain- 
ing in power, and developing in character. 

Nevertheless the work of the schools is by no means perfect. 
Some of the schools need to do better work in reading ; other schools 
ought to improve in writing ; and so on down the list of subjects. 

The strongest feature about the schools of Dublin at the present 
time is the work done in drawing. In this subject we undoubtedly 
excel. In every other branch of school work we ought to attain an 
equally high standard. The town of Dublin has more wealth per 
pupil than any other place in the state. It ought to have the best 
schools in New Hampshire.

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REPORTS OF DRAWING AND MUSIC. 


AUSTIN H. Fi?rts, SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS: 


The following report is presented on drawing in the Dublin schools : 

The work during the spring term of this year was mostly the draw- 
ing of natural forms, birds and flowers. 

By studying these natural forms, as they are drawn the child’s power 
of observation is strengthened, his inherent love of the beautiful de- 
veloped. These paintings or drawings were correlated as much as 
possible with other school work. That is, these paintings were often 
used as book covers, or illustrations of language stories written on 
these subjects. 

During the fall term fruits and vegetables were painted and in this 
connection some of the principles of color taught in the preceding 
year’s work was reviewed. From the cross sections of fruit, designs 
were made, showing how some designs can be made from nature. 


The first of this winter term we devoted mostly to Christmas work. 
Original designs were made and applied to useful objects by the 
pupils. Brass candlestick holders, trays, shades and picture frames 
were made. 

Since Christmas some object drawing has been done, that which 
has brought in the principles of foreshortened circles. 

My aim iu this work is to teach the pupil that drawing is not simply 
the portrayal of attractive objects, but also a help in all other studies, 
as well as a great help in everyday life. An example of the latter is 
in the study of color by which the pupil should learn to dress in good 
taste, and how to furnish or decorate the home attractively. We 
must not expect too great things of the pupils. A few may some day 
be artists but it is not for this that we are especially working. It is to 
train the child to observe, to use his hands in all sorts of work and to 
stimulate his imagination and thus strengthen his power for higher 
accomplishments, 

The test of how much good this study does the pupil is not neces- 
sarily how many fine drawings can be shown but how much has it 
helped him in his other work and how much is it helping him in his 
everyday life. 

I wish to thank the school board and superintendent for their inter- 
est and willingness to procure us the needed supplies for our work, 
also the teachers for their interest and co-operation.

The report of Music for the Dublin Schools : 


In the spring term of last year a great deal of work, aside from ex- 
ercise work was spent on the songs for the Children’s Day exhibition. 
Songs were learned which were composed by Beethoven, Chopin and 
others. 


An excellent music book was put intothe schools last year. Nearly 
all the pieces are by famous composers. By teaching the children 
such songs as these they soon learn to appreciate the best kind of 
music and every child should be taught to like this kind rather than 
the cheap music which is so prevalent today. 


This year we have started on two-part music. The older ones are 
learning to transpose. In some of the schools the pupils are able to 
transpose into any sharp key and part of the flat keys. Some little 
practice has been done also in melody writing. 


The little ones during the spring and fall terms had simple note 
songs, now they are learning to read the notes.
